Defense Objects to Being Restricted 


in Argument Time But is 


Overrule*. 


The State closed its rebuttal evi- 


dence about ten o'clock and arrange- 
ments were begun for the arguments 
of both sides. 


The defense rested its ease shortly 


after three o'clock yesterday after- 
noon when Paul Harris' testimony 
was concluded. The State besan its 
rebuttal evidence at once. 


The State's rebuttal 
consisted 


(mostly of witnesses from the Gings 
neighborhood who testified that they 
•did not notice that the g-as fluctuated 
ihe day of the fire. 


The testimony of several negroes 


was introduced this morning and was 
in effect that Philos Cnthbertson had 
told them the 
morning of 
the fire 


when he arrived in Rushville that he 
had not seen Mrs. Harris when lie and 
Paul left Ashland farm, and that Paul 
turned when lie en me out the donr and 
said "Goodbye Mamma." 


Early in its case the defense had 


evidence to impeach that of Cuthbert- 
son. Many witnesses testified Cnth- 
bertson ic.Id them when lie arrived at 
the scene of the fire in (he afternoon 
flint Mrs. Harris bade Paul goodbye

Defense Objects to Ruling. 


After the State finished iis rebuttal 


Judge Blair announced he would re- 
strict (he argument of each side to 
four and a half hours, which would 
make a total of nine hours argument 
before (he jury. 
The law provides 


the State shall be allowed the opening 
and closing arguments. 


The defense objected to (he court's 


ruling, they maintaining that Judge 
Blair is not empowered by law to re- 
strict (be 
argument in a 
criminal j 


case. 
The defense also asserted that I 


it was not compelled to 
follow the' 


opening argument of the State with 
one of its arguments when the State 
had three attorneys to argue and the 
defense had only two. 


Judge Blair declared that the law 


lives him (lie power (o restrict the 
time of 
argument in the 
criminal 


fpses. and that the defense is com- 
nellrd to follow ihe 
opening of the 


Sintr. no matter if it has only one at- 
torney to argue, and the State a doz- 
en. 


Objected to Order. 


The defense maintained that the 


Stnte should make the opening argu- 
ment, and that another of its attor- 
neys should follow next. Then 
the 


defense asserted, its two 
attorneys 


should be allowed to come next and 
the State close. 


Judsro Blair said he was 
certain 


(hat he was right. He said if it had 
never been 
settled that

shnuld restrict the time of argument 
in a criminal case, it should be set- 
tled in this one. because such an ar- 
rangement might mean'a several days' 
debaie between the attorneys if there 
was no time limit. 


On account of these objections of 


the defense, Judge Blair adjourned

L. B. Harris Recalled. 


At the opening of court shortly be- 


fore nine o'clock this morning 
Mr. 


Spaan of the defense asked permis- 
sion of the court to recall L. B. Har- 
ris to the witness stand to bring out 
by his testimony that 
Mrs! Harris 


suffered from a boil. 


Mr. Adams of the State 
said he 


was not inclined to object because he 
had been in the same predicament, 
and that the State would raise no fuss 
if the defense recalled Mr. Harris to 
prove this one thing. 
Judge Blair 


said he would not raise any question 
about it because he realized lawyers 
might forget once in a while. 


Mr. Harris testified as to the condi- 


tion of the boil: how it was treated: 
that it 
accounted for the condition 


in which some things in the washing 
were. 
Dr. Keene the defense's ex- 


pert, said lie found boil cells in his 
examination "of specimen taken from 
articles in (lie washing. 


Gas Not Irregular. 


Charles Foster of the Gings neigh- 


borhood, who took gas on the same 
line as the Han-is family, testified he 
was at home from 7:50 in the morn- 
ing until 3::15 in ihe afternoon on 
March 12. the day of the fire, and that 
ihe gas did not fluctuate. 


On cross-examination the 
defense 


brought out that (he witness .could 
not remember whether or not Ihe <ras 
was irregular the day before or the 
day after ihe fire. He said they had 
had some trouble with tlieir gns regu- 
lator during ihe winter. He said Ihe 
gas was not turned on full force Hint 
day March 12. 


Charles M. Gruel! testified that he 


left Rushville about noon the day of 
'he fire and met 
the colored man. 


Philos Ctilhbertson on the hill 
near 


ihe fairground, about two miles from 
Rushville. 
He declared he thought 


it was near twelve o'clock when he 
met the negro, and that it took him no 
more than five minutes to drive from 
this city to the place where he met 
the negro. He was not cross-exam- 
ined. 


Talked at 10:15. 


Homer Powell testified he heard L. 


B. Harris talk about chickens over 
tbe telephone at the Davis livery barn 
the morning of the fire. He estimated 
the lime at 10 :la o'clock. He was not 
cross-examined. 


Mr. Han-is testified yesterday that 


lie talked to his house by phone the 
morning of (he fire from the Davis 
barn between 9:30 and 9:4^ o'clock. 


The State introduced the testimony 


C Ethel M. Benson before the cor- 


oner as evidence. It was that she 
saw Paul Harris pass her home the 
morning of the fire about 11 o'clock. 
The defense did not object. 


The testimony of L. B. Harris be- 


fore the coroner was introduced in 
evidence. The defense objected to it 
being read on the ground that it was 


at all proper as rebuttal 
not 
dence. The court held that a part of 
it should not be read. 


The testimony was in effect' 
that 


Mr. Harris talked to Mrs. Harris and 
Paul ov«r the phone between 10:1,- 
ind 10:20 o'clock; that the agree- 
ment whereby he was to have a life 
estate In the farm was. reached Sun- 
day night before the fire.

After a few complimentary remarks

The prosecutor outlined the theory 


of the State, dwelling at length on the 
alleged belief of Paul Harris that he 
must do sunmthing before his father 
came into a life estate of the farm.

I make 
no plea for this man. his father or for 
his wife and baby/' began Mr. Wat- 
sou. ' '-There is no need of eloquence 
unless truth is eloquence. I do not 
wish to appeal to your sentiment, bat 
to your better judgment."

So af- 
ter all circumstantial is mere patch- 
work. It is conviction by inference." 


Mr. Watson read an opinion of a 


judge of the Indiana supreme court 
and explained it step by step. 
He 


showed how circumstances must mork 
themselves into a rational fact. 
If 


anyone of them is consistent with in- 
nocence he said, the law says that the 
charge must fall. 


"The State brings the fact, under

Prices were 
high a year ago, but today they are, on 
the average, nearly 10 per cent higher 
than they were then, according to 
trade authority quotations. 


An investigation of the increased 


cost of living by the department of 
commerce and labor bears attest to 
the truth of the foregoing statement. 
Federal machinery for three distinct 
attacks on the "beef trust" have been 
Bet in motion, with a complete disclo- 
sure of the reasons for the high cost I 
of living as the goal.

Tv.-o house committees and the de- \ 


partment of justice today began the 
assault on tbe meat packers, the open- 
Ing skirmish beginning when 
the 


house judiciary committee took up the 
resolution of Representative Edwards 
of Georgia to probe the recent rise in 
meat prices. Chairman Clayton said 
the' inquiry will probably be ordered 
and conducted by his committee sum- 
moning the beef barons recently ac- 
quitted by a federal jury at Chicago. 


Attorney General Wickersham today 


Is holding a conference with District 
Attorney Wiikerson of Chicagp to dis- 
cuss filing a civil suit 
against the 


trust. The other attack on the pack- 
ers is that of the Moss committee of 
the house, threatening investigation 
of the meat inspection service.

leged sale of diseased meat. 


Food products are the highest on 


record. 
Meat, eggs, butter, fish, po- 


tatoes, coffee,, tea, sugar, salt, mo- 
lasses, rice, beans and peas average

wheat, corn, oats, barley, flour, etc..

only things good to eat that have 
grown cheaper during the last twelve i 
months, hut they are still higher than , 
In 1910.

BITTEN BY RABID 


A few facts regarding rabies, ob- 


tained from the bureau of Animal 
Husbandry. 


A number of deaths following a 


bite from a rabid dog is fifteen per- 
cent. The deeper.the wound, the less 
bleeding and the nearer to a central 
nerve, the more dangerous the wound. 
Free bleeding helps remove the dis- 
ease germs. 


The first symptoms of rabies in a 


person appear in from 14 to 300 days 
after being bitten by the rabid dog, 
but the greater majority 
of them 


show symptoms in from 3. weeks to 3 
months. The bite of a rabid dog is 
dangerous three days before the dog 
shows any sympioms of the disease. 
Rabies develops in a dog in from 3 
weeks to 3 months after being in- 
fected. 


If a persou is bitten by a dog,'the 


dog should not be killed but tied'up. 
If it is infected with rabies it will die 
within ten days. Then the victim can 
be sent away for Pasteur treatment. 


Kinety per cent, of 
hydrophobia 


cases result from bites of dogs, tam- 
per cent, from acts, and six per cent, 
from other animals. 


The application uf a five per cent 


solution of formaldehyde for twelve 
hours to a bite from a suspected ani- 
mal is good treatment. Also pure 
carbolic acid washed off with alco- 
hol. Kitrie acid is sometimes used 
instead of carbolic acid. These three 
simple remedies are very effiacious if 
applied at once. 


The above statistics were supplied 


to the city health officer upon inquiry 
to the bureau of animal industry.

Five Thousand Krags and a Million 


Rounds of Ammunition Have Been 
Dispatched at 
Cost Price From 


American Arsenals to Give Troubled 
Cuban Government a Help Out in Its 
Struggle With Rebellious Blacks. 


'Washington, June 4.—In order to 


render to the Cuban government every 
possible assistance in putting down 
the negro revolution without actually 
Intervening, the state and war depart- 
ments have decided to grant the re- 
quest of President Gomez for the pur- 
chase of 5,000 Krag carbines and 1,- 
000,000 rounds of ammunition. 
The 


material will be sold to the Cuban gov- 
ernment at practically cost price and 
will be taken out of ordnance stores 
of the war department. 
The rifles 


are being shipped from Watervliet ar- 
senal and the ammunition from Prank- 
fort arsenal for prompt dispatch by 
boat to Havana. 


The time limit of ten days which 


President Gomez asked of the United 
States en May 24 in which to put down 
the insurrection has expired, but in- 
stead of the revolt having been put 
down, the situation has gradually 
grown worse. While the commander 
of the gunboat Paducah, awaiting de- 
velopments at El Paya, has orders to 
land men the moment such action is 
required in his judgment, definite or- 
ders will be rushed from Washington 
the moment a report is received of 
harm to Americans. 
Action on the 


part of the American government was 
anticipated momentarily by the re- 
quest of President Gomez for the pur- 
chase of arms. 


The Washington authorities are not 


leaving the solution of the situation to 
the shipment of army rifles, however. 
Preparations are being continued in 
the state, war and navy departments 
for operations to meet any develop- 
ment. 


Notwithstanding the Cuban govern- 


ment has issued a statement that the 
negro movement is in reality crushed, 
the consul at Cienfuegoes wired that 
in his district there is much demora- 
lization.

This Is What Gomez Asks Congress to 


Declare. 


Havana, June 4.—Asking for the 


suspension of the constitutional guar- 
antees. President Gomez has sent a 
message to congress. There was no 
quorum in the house, but the message 
was read in the senate. It said: 


"A serious disturbance of the public 


order, which is menacing the nation's 
peace, .obliges me to appeal, as I do, 
to congress, in accordance with para- 
graph 2, article GS of the constitution, 
to ask congress to act with its hab- 
itual wisdom and, fully appreciating 
the situation through which the repub- 
lic is passing, to enact a law authoriz- 
ing me to suspend the constitutional 
guarantees throughout the republic or 
in any part of the republic. Opposed 
as I have always been to extreme 
measures, I have endeavored to crush 
the present seditious movement with- 
out having recourse to congress to 
enact the measure which I now ask 
but the imperative need of ending 
quickly the armed insurrection anc 
thereby avoiding foreign complications 
and saving the cause of order anc 
civilization obliges me to ask the two 
legislative branches of the government 
for a measwre which I will know how 
to use with the moderation which I 
display in all my acts."

NOTES ON CHEMICAL LABORATORY 


WORK IN SOILS AND CROPS

Chemistry, as it is applied to agri- 


culture, Is perhaps< the least under- 
stood by the public of all subjects re- 
lated- to farm practice. 
Many Incor- 


rect ideas are prevalent even among 
our most progressive farmers. 
We 


otten hear farmers say: "If I could 
oniy have my soil analyzed, I'd know 
what kind ot fertilizer to use." Now 
this, according to the best authorities, 
is a wrong conception. Soil analysis 
still holds an Important place in agri- 
culture, but must be used With judg- 
ment and not practiced promiscuous- 
ly. It- ia of great value in determining 
soil types and in the study of special 
problems related to soil fertility, but 
it must be considered In connection 
with the various other factors in- 
fluencing soil fertility, namely: cli- 
matic and seasonal- conditions, rota- 
tion of crops, physical character of 
the soil, plant diseases, and insect 
pests and other factors of more or 
less local application. The fertilizer 
requirements of a particular soil can 
best be determined by a Held plot fer- 
tilizer test such as has been recom- 
mended for several years past in bul- 
letins, circulars, letters and lectures 
which have gone out from the experi- 
ment station. In connection with the 
soil improvement studies on the vari- 
ous experiment fields of the station 
chemical soil analyses and various 
other chemical work is carried on. 


Soils which are sent to the labora- 


tory-iy farmers and which are accom- 
pmUdh by a full uefcriiition. are test- 
ed for lime requirements nnd advice 
r.s to methods of handling is given 
free of charge. 
A half-pound of soil 


is sufficient for such an examination. 


The use of lime on soils is increasing 


in the state and the department ot 
soils nnc] crops is being called upon 
more 
frequently to determine the 


value of the various grades of agri- 
cultural lime now on the market. For 


such an analysis the sample must be 
carefully taken so as to fairly repre- 
sent the bulk of the material. 
This 


is especially true of ground limestone 
where the state of fineness is of mucn 
impo'rtance and the finer material Is 
apt tp sift toward the bottom. 


In connection with crop rotation 


and 
soil 
fertilization 
experiments 


with wheat, in which the different 
elements are used alone and in vari- 
ous combinations, chemical studies of 
the composition of the grain are car- 
ried on, with particular reference to 
the effects of the fertilization on the 
protein content. 


A somewhat similar investigation 


has been carried on with Irish pota- 
toes for the past five years. Potatoes 
are grown on different soil types, each 
receiving various fertilizers and ma- 
nurial treatments. Chemical analysis 
and cooking tests of samples from 
flela plats and pot cultures are an- 
nually made to determine the effect 
of soil and fertilizer upon composition 
and quality. 


Along with leguminous crop studies 


of various kinds, the nitrogen In the 
tops and roots of soy beans and cow 
peas grown as catch crops after wheat 
is determined each year and a study 
is being made of the variation in the 
nitrogen content of soy beans grown 
on inoculated and uninoculated soils. 


Another interesting line of chemical 


work ia that in connection with the 
selective breeding of corn for higher 
protein content In which, analysis of 
large numbers of seed ears are made 
and the selection of ears for planting 
based upon the composition. 


Manyvmiscellaneous materials coma 


into the laboratory for analysis, such 
as marl, sand, waste from canneries, 
sugar beets, iron ore, water, etc.. 
which are either analyzed or referred 
to the proper authorities for exam- 
ination and report.

Overfeeding and Vermin Among Prin- 


cipal Causes of Mortality—Chick- 


en Hens Poor Brooders. 


(By A. GLAIGHER, Ohio.) 


Turkey hens, as a rule, lay their 


eggs on the ground. As. they begin j 
laying very early in the season, it' 
Is best to 
remove the eggs from j 


the nest soon after 
they are laid, 


and replace them with hen eggs. 
j 


Be careful not to let a turkey hen • 


see you near the nest, because tur-1 
keys are very cunning and resent 
Intrusion. Wrap the eggs in paper' 
and place in boxes one layer deep. | 
They should 
be turned 
carefully, 


every day until placed for hatching. 
Turkey eggs will keep in good condi- 
tion for 21 days when cared for in 
this^pianner. But it is never advisable 
to keep eggs longer than is neces- 
sary. 


Some people hatch their 
turkey- 


eggs witb chicken hens, but we do 
not think it a. good practice on ac- 
count of the fact that the poults^ are 
apt to get lousy. We had an ex- 
perience of this kind a few years ago. 
In spite of the fact that the poults 
were thoroughly dusted with powder 
every few days they began to droop 
and die. 


As a last resort we used olive oil 


and found it excellent. 
Do not use 


too much oil. Lard, or any kind of 
animal grease will kill young poults
